DECISION GRANTING 
PETITION 


This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), filed September 11, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely reply to the Notice to 
File Corrected Application Papers (Notice), mailed February 28, 2002, which set a period for 
reply of two (2) months. No timely reply was filed. Thus, this application became abandoned on 
April 29, 2002.
